ON OTHER HAND, INCREASING NUMBER OF AMERICAN CRITICS 
OF PARK TAKE NEGATIVE VIEW, SAYING US COULD BECOME 
EMBROILED IN WAR NOT IN ITS INTEREST AND THAT US TROOPS 
IN SK SUPPORT POLITICALLY REPRESSIVE GOVT.N KOREANS 
ARE EQUALLY VIGOROUS IN DEMANDING REMOVAL OF ALL US 
TROOPS FROM SK, POINTING OUT THAT THEIR CHINESE ALLIES 
HAVE LONG SINCE DEPARTED AND CONTENDING AMERICANS IN 
KOREA ARE SOURCE OF TENSION AND POTENTIAL CONFLICT, 

AND OBSTACLE TO PEACE. 

DESCRIBING MAJOR ELEMENTS OF US FORCES IN KOREA, HALT .OR AN 
SAYS US HAS TACTICAL NUCLEAR WEAPONS THERE, ALTHOUGH 
OFFICIAL POLICY, AS EVERYWHERE, IS NEITHER TO CONFIRM 
NOR DENY THAT. SAYS MIL OFFICERS HAVE TWO SECURITY 
CONCERNS ABOUT NUCLEARS - THAT THEY MIGHT BE OVERRUN 
AND CAPTURED BY NK, OR SEIZED AND USED AGGRESSIVELY BY 
SK. 

REPORTS SK HAS ADVANTAGE OVER NK IN NUMBER OF TROOPS 
AND EXPERIENCE, AND MAKES OTHER COMPARISONS BETWEEN 
KOREAN MIL FORCES. HALLORAN QUOTES US OFFICERS 
THAT US FORCES COULD BE WITHDRAWN WITHOUT UPSETTING 
MIL BALANCE IF FOUR CONDITIONS MET: WITHDRAWAL NOT 
HASTY AND CARRIED OUT AFTER FULL CONSULTATION WITH 
SEOUL AND NEGOTIATIONS WITH NK; IF SK FORCES MODERNI 
ZATION PROGRAM WERE COMPLETED; SK SHOULD BE TRAINED 
TO TAKE OVER WEAPONS AND EQUIPMENT OF UNITS SUCH AS 
AIR DEFENSE AND SOPHISTICATED COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT; 
AND IF ROKG IMPROVED ITS COMMAND AND CONTROL CAPABILITIES.

NO SIGN OF SHARING WHAT HE KNOWS WITH HIS OWN POPULATION; 
HE IS ENGAGED IN ALMOST CRASH PROGRAM TO VASTLY 
INCREASE ARMED FORCES; AND MANY INFORMED PEOPLE 
PRIVATELY ADMIT THAT MOSLEM REBELLION IS SPREADING AND 
THEY SEE "NO LIGHT AT THE END OF ANY TUNNEL." 

MARCOS HAS REPORTEDLY ADMITTED THAT NO END TO 
FIGHTING IS IN VIEW. HE IS BEING PRESSED BY GOP 
MILITANTS TO UNLEASH REPRESSIVE BLOODLETTING, 

BUT SERIOUSLY QUESTIONS WHETHER THAT WOULD SUCCEED- 
ABHORRING THE PROSPECT, WHATEVER THE RESULT. 

MEANWHILE, HE IS EVIDENTLY CONCERNED MORE THAN EVER 
WITH KEEPING HARD NEWS OF FIGHTING FROM POPULACE. 

THERE ARE NO MIL COMMUNIQUES OF ANY SORT AND CONTROLLED 
NEWSPAPERS PRINT VIRTUALLY NOTHING ABOUT IT. BIG 
FORBIDDEN STATISTIC IS NUMBER OF GOVT TROOPS AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MILITIAMEN KILLED; AND GOVT HAS FORBIDDEN NEWSPAPERS 
TO ACCEPT SMALL BLACK BORDERED DEATH ANNOUNCEMENTS 
THAT ARE VIRTUALLY REQUIRED AMONG DEVOUT RCS FOR ALL 
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DEATHS. 

CONSENSUS OF INFORMED SOURCES IN MANILA IS THAT AT 
LEAST 1,500 GOVT TROOPS HAVE BEEN KILLED SINCE MOSLEM 
REVOLT ERUPTED ANEW ON MINDANAO SHORTLY AFTER MARTIAL 
LAW PROCLAIMED. IF 1 ,500 FIGURE ACCEPTED, WOUNDED 
COULD RUN TO 5,000 AND MORE. FIGURES INCLUDE
